Resolutions Adopted Calling Upon E u ­ 
ropean Powers 
To Suppress the 
Armenian Outrages—Frye Arraigns 
Great Britain and Gains Applause— 
General News of the Capitol. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—After a brief 
but stirring debate the senate yester­ 
day agreed to the concurrent resolute 
urging decisive action by the European 
powers against Turkey, and pledging to 
the president the support of congress 
in the most vigorous action he may take 
for the protection of Americans in Tur­ 
key and the redress 
of 
injuries to 
American persons and property. Mr. 
Cullom (111.), who reported the resolu­ 
tion, urged its adoption in a speech 
which set forth the startling extent of 
the massacres, the greatest in the his­ 
tory of the world, the senator said.. 
Mr. Cullom secured the passage of a 
Joint resolution amending the act rela­ 
tive the the Bloomington (Iii.) public 
building. 
Mr. Cattery (Dem., La.) called the at­ 
tention of the judiciary committee to 
the importance of the sugar bounty 
Question, which had been referred to 
th at committee, saying the subject in­ 
volved the grave question of the right 
of subordinate officials to nullify an ap­ 
propriation made by congress. 
The 
Turkish-Armenian 
resolution 
was then called up by Mr. Cullom. The 
senator spoke of the serious conditions 
prevailing in Turkey, saying he was ap­ 
palled by the carnival of blood prevail­ 
ing. A Turkish army had bayoneted, 
robbed, murdered and flayed alive the 
people of Armenia. There was no war, 
but a pitiless, merciless tornado of ruin, 
bloodshed and death. The demon of 
fanaticism had been let loose. There 
was a responsibility somewhere. It did 
not rest with the slavish ruler of Tur­ 
key, the sultan. Back of this were the 
disputes of the countries of the Euro­ 
pean alliance, seeking their territorial 
advantages. These countries were re­ 
sponsible. The sultan was but a pup­ 
pet in their hands. It was a matter of 
regret and embarrassment, continued 
Mr. Cullom, that the policy of the 
United States was such as to prevent 
the sending of a fleet to Turkish waters 
to put a stop to the bloody rule prevail­ 
ing. But Europe had assumed the ob­ 
ligation of protection to Armenia. It 
was amazing to the people of the United 
States to witness this appalling slaugh­ 
ter, and at the same time to see the in­ 
difference of the 
Christian 
powers. 
There was a double obligation upon 
Great Britain, and yet nothing had 
been done to stay the hand of the sultan 
except by fruitless diplomatic corre­ 
spondence. The powers, said Mr. Cul­ 
lom, appear to be waiting for the dis­ 
solution of the Ottoman empire, but he 
expressed doubt as to the reported al­ 
liance between Russia and Turkey. 
Mr. Cullom said the United States 
had no purpose to interfere in the af­ 
fairs of Europe except in protection of 
American citizens and in the name of 
humanity. No event of the centuries 
called so loudly to the civilized world 
as this slaughter in Turkey, the great­ 
est, the senator believed, in the his­ 
tory of the world. 
Mr. Blanchard (dem., La.) said that 
as a great free nation it was the duty 
of the United States to express its offi­ 
cial repudiation and protest against the 
course of Turkey. 
Mr. Frye (rep., Me.) took the floor at 
this point for a speech of such vehe­ 
mence that the galleries quickly filled 
to overflowing, and he was repeatedly 
interrupted by long-continned applause. 
Mr. Frye said: “If the American flag 
bad been raised over a consulate at 
Harpoot it would have saved 20,000 
Jives.” He proceeded to show the great 
amount of American capital invested in 
Christian missions in Turkey. “And 
yet,” said he, “six millions of invested 
American capital in Turkey was held 
up. The American college at Harpoot 
was burned and its American directors 
were compelled to flee for their lives. If 
I had had my way, after these European 
powers had stood eyeing each other for 
a year, I would have sent a congression­ 
al memorial to Russia and said to that 
power: ‘Take Armenia into your pos­ 
session and protect those Christians, 
and the United States will stand behind 
you with all its power and resources.’ ” 
(Long applause in the galleries.) He 
cared nothing for the reports of the 
United States minister that all due pro­ 
tection was being extended by Turkey. 
He (Frye) knew that American lives 
and American property 
were 
being 
Jeopardized day after day. They were 
receiving no protection. 
Mr. Mills interrupted to state that he 
bad personal knowledge of the activi­ 
ties of United States Minister Terrell 
and the accuracy of th*; information he 
gave. 
Mr. Frye responded by asking Mr. 
Mills what Great Britain would have 
done if a British college worth $1,000,009 
bad been destroyed and its British oc­ 
cupants had been compelled to flee for 
their lives. Would Great Britain have 
stood idly by? Mr. Mills answered that 
the senator (Frye) 
meant war, and, 
said Mr. Mills, he did not doubt he 
would join these sentiments. He did 
not know it would be best to send our 
ships abroad, and, like Jefferson, bat­ 
ter down the castles of the pirates. 
Resuming, Mr. Frye spoke of Great 
Britain's course with hitter sarcasm. 


Great 
enemy 
tain had harmed the United States at 
every opportunity. Great Britain had 
for years 
taunted the United States 
for shackling the slaves, and yet when 
the north struck off the shackles Great 
Britain did everything to help the Con­ 
federacy to destroy the United States 
government for no reason hut to have 
the Confederacy as her customer. 
Great Britain had never shown the 
slightest friendship for the United 
States. 
And now Great Britain has 
stood idly by when she had the power 
to stop these barbarities. 
Mr. Frye proceeded with much vigor 
and earnestness to say that if necessary 
in order to protect American citizens 
he would order the American ships to 
sail up the Dardanelles regardless of 
the European alliance, a&d when in 
front of Constantinople 
demand the 
protection of our people within the sul­ 
tan’s dominions. He declared that there 
was one quality of the British govern­ 
ment which he admired. Great Britain, 
be said, protects her citizens at all times 
and under all circum stances. 
Mr. Call contended for a stronger ex­ 
pression, and urged that we should fight 
our battles abroad when a display of 
force was needed and not in the senate. 
Mr. Hoar spoke briefly on the neces­ 
sity of moderation and urged that ex­ 
treme utterances on the part of con­ 
gress be deferred until the arts of di­ 
plomacy should be exhausted in view 
of the danger that the missionaries in 
Turkey were in, also in view of the fact 
that Miss Clara Barton, with the Red 
cross in her hand, was now on her way 
to Armenia. 
Mr. Jones (Ark.),in charge of the free- 
coinage substitute for the bond bill, 
asked unanimous consent that a vote be 
taken at 4 o'clock on Thursday next. 
Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.) interposed ob­ 
jection. 
Mr. Call offered an amendment to the 
Armenian resolution to the effect “that 
humanity and religion and the prin­ 
ciples on which all civilization rests de­ 
mand that civilized governments shall 
by peaceful negotiations, or, if neces­ 
sary, by force of arms, prevent and sup­ 
press the cruelties and massacres in­ 
flicted on the Armenian subjects of 
Turkey by the establishment of a gov­ 
ernment of their own people, with such 
guaranty of the civilised powers of its 
authority and permanence as shall be 
adequate to that end. 
Mr. Call’s motion was laid on the ta­ 
ble and the original resolutions were 
then agreed to without division. 
Mr. Jones gave notice that on Thurs­ 
day next he would ask the senate to re­ 
main in session until a vote was had on 
the silver bond bill. 
Mr. Thurston (rep., Neb.) gave notice 
that he would address the senate on the 
Monroe doctrine Tuesday next. 
The free-coinage bill was then laid 
before the senate and Mr. Baker (rep., 
Ran.) addressed the senate in support 
of an amendment offered by him to con­ 
fine the coinage of silver to the Ameri­ 
can product. 
Mr. Baker declared it to 
je his opinion that the questions of tar- 
ff and finance would he settled unaided 
and alone by the republican party. 
Concerning the coinage of American 
silver the senator said it would give 
employment to idle laborers and would 
lead to the gradual healthful expansion 
of our primary or redemption money. 
The senate, after a brief executive 
session, at 4:15 p. rn. adjourned until 
Monday.

Will Mildly Censure Bayard. 
Washington, Jan. 25.—Little doubt is 
left by the action of the special com­ 
mittee of the foreign affairs committee, 
which met Friday, that a resolution will 
be brought before the house next week 
expressing disapproval of Ambassador 
Bayard’s two speeches, which were call­ 
ed to the attention of the house by 
Messrs. McCall and Barrett of Massa­ 
chusetts. The purport of tire resolution 
will be a mild censure of Ambassador 
Bayard for the two utterances mention­ 
ed, and an expression of the opinion of 
the house that representatives of the 
United States abroad should be very 
discreet in their public references to 
heme topics. 


Secretary Lamont Will Hat Talk. 
Washington, Jan. 25.—In reference 
to the rumor that the resignation of 
Col. Crofton, in command of the Fif­ 
teenth infantry, stationed at Fort Sher­ 
idan,111., had been demanded, Secretary 
Lamont made the following brief state­ 
ment: 
“The secretary of war is not 
responsible for this publication and de­ 
clines to say anything about the mat­ 
ter. 
The resignation of an army offi­ 
cer is never requested. 
The articles 
of war provide for a court-martiaL 


New York, Jan. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The week has been marked by im­ 
provement apparent rather than real. 
Prices of some products have risen, but 
only because supplies are believed to 
be smaller than expected. The senate 
still injures all business by doing noth­ 
ing, and the treasury cannot expect to 
gain in gold as yet, hut loses less than 
was expected. It is generally assumed 
that the new loan will be placed with­ 
out difficulty, though the successive 
payments may cause continued disturb­ 
ance. 
A deluge of foreign reports favorable 
to wheat speculation found ready an­ 
swer in an advance of over 5 cents here, 
in spite of Western receipts 50 per cent. 
larger than last year. Atlantic exports 
for the week were also much larger 
than last year, for the first time in sev­ 
eral months, but for the crop year to 
date all exports have been about 11,- 
600,000 bushels smaller than last year. 
The market has the idea that foreign 
demands hereafter must be much 
greater because of deficient supplies 
elsewhere, but no one expects that the 
increase will be at all commensurate 
with the enormous increase in Western 
receipts, 27 per cent, since the crop 
year began, 137,600,000 bushels, against 
107,986,191 last year. 
Com advanced because wheat ad­ 
vanced, receipts and exports continu­ 
ing as before. Cotton rose an eighth, 
although Mr. Ellison estimated the 
yield at 7,000,000 bales, and receipts to 
date support that estimate. But there 
are many who reason that the surplus 
will be dangerously small at the end 
of the crop year, even if the yield is 7,- 
000,000 bales. The actual marketing of 
goods in Europe and in this country 
hardly supports that view. 
Textile industries do not gain. 
With material specials unchanged, they 
halt because the demand for future de­ 
livery is so narrow. 
Cotton manufac­ 
turers have for months been storing up 
staple goods, but prices have gradually 
declined ever since Oct. 17, and now 
average 6.4 per cent lower than at V 
period, when the rise from the lowest 
average quotations in March, 1895, had 
been 22.9 per cent. 
In Europe, as 
here, mills are running largely against 
expectations. 
‘Woolen goods also tend lower, with 
small demand, and are practically at 
the prices of a year go, though wool is 
higher, sales having been 19,160,780 
pounds in three weeks, of which 11,581,- 
900 pounds were foreign, against 17,- 
246,365 last year, of which 6,847,350 
were foreign. 
“The iron and steel business finds 
encouragement in the advance of Besse­ 
mer pig to $13 at Pittsburg, and gray- 
forge to $11.25; but these are the results 
of the advance ordered by combinations 
in coke and ore. 
Anthracite is not 
dearer at the East, and Southern pig 
is pressed for sale. 
Finished products 
are not stronger, while pig iron has ad­ 
vanced 10.9 per cent since 
Jan. I. 
Prices of finished products average 1.7 
per cent lower than at that time. 
“The demand is plainly too small 
for the supply, and the works in opera­ 
tion are killing profits for each other 
by underbidding. In such a case, lower 
prices for pig, ore and coke would seem 
inevitable, but last year the raw ma­ 
terials hoisted everything else, and 
some expect the operation to be re­ 
peated. 
Money metals are all weak. 
Lake copper has had an output of 14,- 
454 tons in this country in December, 
and 91,485 tons for the last half of 1895, 
against 43,694 tons abroad. 
Lead and 
tin are practically unchanged. 
The 
failures for the week have been 373 in 
the United States, against 363 last year, 
and sixty-one in Canada, against fifty- 
nine last year.” 


The Torch W as Applied in Five Dif­ 
ferent Pisces, But the Other In­ 
mates Kept Cool, and Rendered 
Signal Services—Blazes at Galena 
and Dubuque. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Jan. 25.—C. L. 
Mitchell, a patient at the state hospital 
for the insane at Mattewan, set fire 
to the institution in five different places 
yesterday, and for a few hours the 
buildings were threatened with destruc­ 
tion. Fire was first discovered in the 
cellar under the kitchen, which is some 
distance from where the patients are 
confined. 
No sooner was the effort 
made to extinguish the flames than it 
was discovered that the north wing was 
also ablaze directly under the wards 
where ever IOO patients were located. 
Smoke was fast filling the buildings, 
and the patients were terror-stricken, 
and especially the women. 
The pyromaniac had made the most 
careful preparation for the destruction 
of the buildings, as large piles of shav­ 
ings were found distributed throughout 
one building. Meanwhile several scat­ 
tering blazes were discovered in vari­ 
ous sections of the asylum, and soon 
the fire was beyond control, even with 
the excellent facilities for emergency, 
and help was summoned from Fork 
Hill landing, about two miles distant. 
The Beacon and Tompkins hose com­ 
panies arrived in a short time, and it 
took the combined forces of the hospital 
attaches until 7 o’clock In the evening 
to control the fire. 
The men patients, a dozen of whom 
had 
every opportunity 
of escape, 
worked heroically. The building was 
not damaged to any great extent. It 
was a fire-proof building. Dr. Atkinson 
said that it would be impossible to 
give an estimate of the loss. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, even under the northern 
wing, where Mitchell had calculated 
upon terrible work, the fire gained but 
little headway, although it gave great 
trouble before It was extinguished. 
Mitchell was sentenced from Oneida 
county six years ago for life imprison­ 
ment. His crime was burglary in the 
first degree and a reputation for start­ 
ing fire which made him a terror. 


Gen. A. J. Warner Permanent Chairman 
of Finance Committee. 
Washington, Jan. 25.—At a meeting 
of the finance committee of the new sil­ 
ver party organized at Thursday’s con­ 
ference, 
General A. J. Warner was 
made permanent chairman and L. M. 
Rumsey of St. Louis a member of the 
subcommittee for t&e south. 
It was 
agreed to increase the entire* subcom­ 
mittee to nine, the tw J remaining mem­ 
bers for the south to -Se selected by the 
chairman of the finance conamittee. 
Thomas G. Merrill, jf Butte, Mont, 
was appointed treasurer of the national 
finance committee, and ill funds raised 
will be turned over to him to be ex­ 
pended under the direction of the na­ 
tional finance committee. 
At a meet­ 
ing of the provisional national commit­ 
tee it was agreed to print imd distribute 
500,000 copies or more of the address, 
resolutions, and plan of organization. 
It was also agreed that each’committee- 
man should proceed at once to organize 
his state or territory and to report dis 
plan of organization to the chairman 
not later than Feb. 20,1896, and that the 
executive committee meet in Washing­ 
ton not later than Feb. 27 to perfect 
plans of organization.

Gomes Dying of Consumption. 
Havana, Jan. 25.—For some time re­ 
ports have been in circulation here con­ 
cerning the physical condition of Gen­ 
eral Maximo Gomez, commander-in 
chief of the insurgent forces.

chief is a very sick man.

He was the father of 0. H. 
Everett of Beloit and of A. E . and E. 
A. Everett of Chicago, and by his 
death some interesting Bock County 
history is recalled. 
Mr. Everett was born in Onondaga 
County, N. ¥ ., 
December 14, 1818, 
and was therefore in his seventy-ninth 
year. 
In 1840 he was m arried to Miss 
Mary Boss aud in 1845 they came to 
W isconsin, settling on the homestead 
In the tow n of Turtle.

“Speaking of jumping,” said an old 
tea man who had been watching somd 
soys playing leap-frog on the sands, ac­ 
cording to the Philadelphia Times, “let 
Bae tell you of the greatest jump ever 
Been. It was many years ago, when I 
was a little more than a lad, but I was 
bow oarsman on a whaleboat belonging 
to the ship Henry Staples. We had bad 
luck for several weeks, when one day 
we sighted a big whale, and two boats 
Bet off in a race to see who would get 
there first. It was fairly smooth, what 
the sailors call a white-cap breeze, and 
our boats fairly flew over the water. 
Finally the whale rose not IOO yards 
%wav, heading directly for us. The har­ 
pooner stood with his iron all ready 
to throw, while we grasped our oars 
nervously, prepared to jump 
at tho 
.word ‘stern all,’ 
that nearly always 
came when a whale was 
harpooned. 
Not a word was spoken and suddenly a 
mountain of black appeared; it seemed 
to shut off the entire horizon. 
Up it 
went until I distinctly saw a seventy- 
foot whale over twenty feet in the air 
hovering over us. 
“The mate was the first to regain his 
lenses and gave the command: ‘Stern 
all,’ Just as we were ready to spring 
overboard the boat shot back several 
feet and the next second the gigantic 
animal dived into the ocean, just graz­ 
ing us, having completely passed over 
the boat in the biggest leap I ever heard 
of.” 
Such gigantic jumps are rare. A sim­ 
ilar one was recorded by Dr. Hall, who 
at th** time was a midshipman on the 
ship Leander. They were lying in the 
harbor of Bermuda, when all hands 
were attracted by the appearance of a 
very large whale that suddenly ap­ 
peared in the harbor and seemed very 
much alarmed by the shallow water, 
floundering about violently. The young 
midshipman joined a boat’s crew that 
started in pursuit and just as they were 
about to strike the whale disappeared, 
sinking out of sight, leaving a deep 
whirlpool, around which the boat shot. 
Before it stopped up came the whale, 
having in all probability struck tho bet­ 
orn, and went into the air like a rocket. 
“So complete was this enormous leap,” 
says Dr. Hall, “that for an instant we 
saw him fairly up in the air, in a hori- 
lontal position, at least twenty perpen­ 
dicular feet above our heads. 
While 
In his progress upward there was in his 
spring some touch of the vivacity with 
which a trout or salmon shoots out of 
the water, but he fell back again in the 
lea like a huge log thrown on its broad­ 
side, and with such a thundering crash 
as made all hands stare with aston­ 
ishment, and the boldest held his breath 
for a time. Had the whale taken his 
leap one minute sooner he would have 
fallen plump on the boat.”

An Antiquarian** Views.

Being noble, and 
yet not belonging to the nobility, they 
began casting about for a title that 
would be a distinguishing mark. 
In 
those days a trade was kept as a secret 
and the workers were referred to as 
persons who had learned a mystery. 
Such persons were soon looked upon as 
being of higher rank than mere day 
laborers and 
husbandmen and 
were 
called “mysters,” or “master mysters,” 
because they were 
proficient in the 
particular mystery they had learned. 
Those who have had the rare opportun­ 
ity of reading books published in the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries will 
recall the oft-repeated question, “What 
mister wight is that?” meaning “What 
is that man’s trade or employment?”
